kept an estimated crowd of 75 Jay- 
cees and their wives thoroughly 
amused for almost an hour with, 
his extemporaneous satire. 


He was one of the few chosen 


from a field of 20,000 candidates 
whose names were submitted by 
Jayce* chapters all over the 
nation.

A native of Rochelle, Dr. Koritz 


was graduated from the University 
of Illinois School of Medicine in 
1952 and returned to his home town 
to go into a partnership with his 
old family doctor. 


He won wide recognition for al- 


lowing himself to be a human gui- 
nea pig in artificial respiration re- 
search while an undergraduate in 
medical school. 


These 
experiments 
eventually 


proved to be highly successful and 
this method of artificial respira- 
tion has been adopted as standard 
life-saving technique. 


"It was easy," mused Dr. Ko- 


ritz, "all I had to do was go to 
Bleep."

He was selected by a board of 


some of the top men in the nation 
to receive the Jaycee award. 


Dr. Koritz explained that human 


guinea pigs are at a premium for 
medical research. First, the gov- 
ernment thought of using con- 
demned men on the Rock of Gi- 
braltar but the English wouldn't 
go along with the idea. 


"Next, they decided to try out 


their artificial respiration tech- 
niques on newly expired patients 
in Cook County hospital in Chi* 
cago but they had to give this 
up when relatives walked in," he 
added. 


"Finally, they turned to the 


medical students at the hospital 
and that's where I came into the 
picture."

He has allowed his body to be 


anesthetized, paralyzed and wres- 
tled into position at the top of a 
telephone pole. This new "pole-top" 
method has since saved many lives 
of men who would otherwise have 
died from electrical shock. 


Applied at ground level, 
the 


method has disproved the old "out 
goes the bad air, in comes the 
good air" method. Instead the vic- 
tim is placed on his stomach with 
his arms bent at the elbow to form 
a V-shape on each side of his head. 


The person applying the tech- 


nique pushes on the small of the 
victim's back then slips his hands 
under the victim's arms and pulls 
up to force a breath. Dr. Koritz 
said this method is five times more 
effective than the old method. 


"The 
folks back home took a 


poll to see if I was brave or 
crazy but it came out a tie and 
I didn't ha\e. the courage to cast 
the deciding votp."

and to liquidate the 
traitorous 


Chiang- Kai-shek clique is a matter 
which falls entirely within the 
scope of China's sovereignty anc 
internal affairs and no interfer- 
ence by any foreign country will 
be tolerated. 


"Threats of war cannot shake 


the determination of the Chinese 
people to liberate Taiwan, they can 
only heighten the indignation of 
the Chinese people. 


"Null and Void" 


"The 'mutual security treaty' en- 


tered into between the United 
States and Chiang Kai-shek has 
no legal basis whatever and is null 
and void. 


"By this treaty, the U. S. gov- 


ernment attempts to legalize its 
armed seizure of China's territor} 
of Taiwan and, win Taiwan as a 
base, to extend its 
aggression 


against China and prepare a new 
war." 


The broadcast came about the 


same time Foreign Secretary Sir 
Anthony Eden was telling the 
House of Commons here Britain 
hopes the Chinese Nationalists wil 
promise to refrain from provoca 
tive actions against the Commu 
nist mainland. 


Eden said Britain regards the 


new treaty between the Americans 
and the Chinese Nationalists as an- 
other step toward lowering ten- 
sions in Asia.

of refusing; to talk about McCarthy 
as an individual. 


The first question put to Eisen- 


hower, at the crowded news con- 
ference, d e a l t with McCarthy's 
personal attack. 


McCarthy Tuesday accused the 


president of a "shrinking- show of 
weakness" t o w a r d Communism 
and of tolerance for Reds who tor- 
tured imprisoned Americans. 


Summarized Charges 


A reporter summarized McCar- 


thy's charges and then asked the- 
president whether he cared to com- 
ment in view of what the newsman 
termed the personal nature of the 
criticism. 


The reporter also asked whether 


Eisenhower saw any danger to the 
Republican party in the McCarthy 
attack. 


After a moment's hesitation, the 


president shot back briskly that the 
answer with respect to the first 
part of the question—whether he 
cared to comment in view of the 
personal nature of the criticism— 
was no. 


Eisenhower then added forceful- 


ly that he does not intend to in- 
dulge in personal vituperation or 
quarrels. 


The president went on to say he 


always has upheld the right of 
congress to conduct investigation!

As for the second part of the

Reds Still Hold 526 American GIs Captive!

TOKYO—(Special)—The Chinese Communists still keep several 


hundred American soldiers, sailors and aviators—captured during the 
Korean conflict—in primitive, Oriental prisons. They are estimated to 
number 526. 


In the proven tradition of Marx. Malenkov and Mao, wardens are 


abusing the bodies of these young men-—better to wash their brains. 


From time to time in the future, Peiping again may slap the 


United States in the face (what little face \ve have left in Asia) and 
announce the "trial" of more servicemen for "spying" and their 
sentences: further rotting years behind bamboo bars. 


These are the facts and calculated opinions of bitter officers in the 


United Nations command who have followed, so far as humanly pos- 
sible, every allied soldier captured in Korea. 


The recent revelation that 11 fliers and two civilians were convicted 


of spying has established a pattern for tomorrow that will allow no 
holiday for heartbreak in countleso American homes. 


Having gone to captivity on routine military missions, with perhaps 


a capitalistic comic book in ther jeans, the 11 airmen know as much 
about "spying" and "espionage" as Uberace. 


This correspondent, who covered the Panmunjom truce talks and 


interviewed misty-eyed GIs released from Red compounds, wrote dur- 
ing "Operation Big Switch:" 


"As we move from military truce to political parley the ghosts of 


the missing Americans will tap, tap, tap on the shoulders of UN dip- 
lomats."

Below I have written their story. It is a story obtained from 


the United Nations command on Tokyo's "Pershing Heights," 
where the lights burn late these nights as Asia's peace flickers like 
a candle on your Christmas tree:

—have never b<- • properly accounted for by the Communists. 


(General Mark Clark, former commander here, recently said the 


Reds are holding 1000 Yanks as "hostages . . . perhaps to get a seat for 
Red China in the UN. . . .") 


A competent team of personnel experts reached the 526 figure by 


these five methods: 


(1) Collaborating statements by released GIs who said they saw 


buddies alive and xvell at the time of "Big Switch." If one soldier said: 
"I saw 'Joe Doe' in our camps," that's not sufficient; there must have 
been several witnesses! 


(2) Letters written by missing men to families from POW camps. 
(3) Photographs of missing men issued by Communist press 


agencies—usually showing the POWs, healthy chests exposed, enjoying 
the "delights" of their residence like Boy Scouts on summer en- 
campment. 


(4) Red radio broadcasts featuring identified voices of still missing 


men. 
often "commercials" (obtained under what pressure (?) uiging 


the Free World to run out and buy a party line. 


(5) Missing men whom tht Communista one* admitted holding, now 
they ntvtr faaird ot. 


The last futile protest was made at a Panmunjom armistice com- 


mission meeting in late August by a UN spokesman who said: "\Ve 
present to you a list of UNC personnel who were held by your side pie- 
ceding the end of hostilities, who were not returned to our side. . . . 
(the 28-10—526 Americans, 2264 ROKS. 50 others )" 


The Commie spokesman, addressing the allied offirer as if he 


were at a Red Square rally, shrieked: "This openly fabricated roster 
. . . an attempt to slander onr side . . . there are no captured per- 
sonnel on your side for who our side has to do additional ac- 
counting. . . ." 


This lie was later nailed when the Reds advertised the "tnal" of 


the 11 airmen. Perhaps in future "trials" they'll also deny anyone 
involved was seized as a simple soldier—but as a super-spy. A scrabble 
game with human beings.

Seen Near 


CHICAGO GB—Encouraging evi- 


dence that a syphilis preventive 
can be developed was reported by 
a medical team today. 


The doctors based their hopes 


for a syphilis vaccine on the re- 
sults of 15 months of experiments 
with 62 volunteers at Sing Sing 
Penitentiary in Ossining-, N. Y. 


Such a vaccine would complete 


medical science's one-two punch 
knockout of the disease. For sev- 
eral years doctors ha*e been cur- 
Ing syphilis with penicillin. 


Describe Tests 


Dr. John C. Cutler, senior sur- 


geon and acting chief of the vene- 
real disease program of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, described 
the experiments at the annual 
meeting of the American Academy 
of Dermatology and Syphilology. 


The volunteers were divided into 


two groups—those who had never 
had syphilis and those who had it 
but had been cured. All were in- 
fected with live, active syphilis 
germs. 


Before the infection, an injection 


of killed syphilis organisms was 
given to members of one group. 
The other group did not receive 
the killed organisms. 


Dr. Cutler said: 
"An injection of killed syphilis 


organisms apparently 
protected 


part of the volunteers who previ- 
ously had syphilis from being in- 
fected a second time when inocu- 
lated with live organisms. 


Show Immunity 


"Results show that a significant 


immunity develops 
during 
the 


course of human syphilis. This 
confirms the concepts of immunity 
established in animal experimenta- 
tion. 


"The 15-month study also devel- 


oped information suggesting the 
possibility that a vaccine might 
be developed to immunize against 
syphilis." 
* 


Four months after the injections, 


the infections had been cleared up 
by penicillin in all patients who 
were susceptible to the germ.

Just before election, in time to get in a low blow for a Democratic 


congressman who had insulted a Catholic nun and Catholic University, 
Drew Pearson circulated, and some papers which knew that he was a 
liar published, a piece of propaganda exculpating that congressman. 
by name Wayne L. Hays. Hays comes from Ohio. He had so boldly 
obstructed the work of the House Committee to in- 
vestigate tax-exempt foundations that Carroll Reece, 
of Tennessee, the chairman, took the drastic step 
of protesting to the whole House. 


I have taken some pains to get the text of a let- 


ter written by Bishop Bryan J. McEntegart, rector 
of Catholic University. Washington, D. C.. to Chair- 
man Reese, flatly denying every dirty insinuation 
which Hays uttered and which Pearson for some ul- 
terior motive, tried to mitigate. 


It will take a little repetition, but I think the in- 


cident is flagrant enough in contrast with the wild 
«esthro«u 


indignation against Joe McCarthy, to excuse mv setting forth again, 
briefly, the text of Hays' insults. The background was a hearing of 
the committee, whose inquiry has been bitterly opposed not only by 
the Ford Foundation. The witness was Aaron Sargent, a San Fran- 
cisco lawyer and qualified authority on sociology and Fabian socialism. 
Hays undertook to disrupt the hearings and so heckle the witnesses 
that the committee would be unable to perform the mission for 
which it was appointed by the House of Representative, Reece charged 
in his protest to the House. 


Covert organizations, which con- 


stantly expend vast 
tax-exempt 


funds to achieve foreign and do- 
mestic political aims in Congress 
and in the press, also horned in 
to sabotage the inquiry. 


Sargent had referred to a book 


on Fabian Socialism in Britain, 
published as a bound volume, 
which 
Sister 
Mary 
Margaret 


Patricia McCarran had written as 
a student of Catholic U. to obtain 
her degree of doctor of philosophy. 


Hays first sneered at the men- 


tion of the nun's last name, Mc- 
Carran. she being a daughter of 
the late Senator Pat McCarran, 
of Nevada. 
He insinuated that 


Sargent mentioned that name for 
political effect. 
Sargent insisted 


that her last name was on the title 
page. Hays backed down. 


However, Hays soon said with 


reference to the book. "Maybe, we 
ought to subpoena the officials of 
the Catholic University and see 
how high-type this is." 


"It is a doctoral thesis resulting 


in the granting of her degree of 
doctor 
of philosophy." Sargent 


said. "It is a very extensive book, 
based on original source mate- 
rial." 


After a space. Hays retuined to 


belittlement. 
Suggesting that of- 


ficials of Catholic U. be sum- 
moned for examination as to Sis- 
ter McCarran's qualifications, he 
went on to insinuate that pressure 
of some sort had been resorted to 
to obtain Sister Patricia's degree. 


"I happen to know something 


about the background of the au- 
thor of that book," Hays said, 
"how long it took her to get a 
decree and so forth. 
And even 


that there was a little pressure 
used or she would not have it yet. 


The committee did not make a 


formal request on Bishp McEnte- 
gart, but nevertheless a devastat- 
ing letter was received from him 
on Sept. 2. It is published in the 
official record of the hearings, 
Part 2, page 1179, as follows: 
Dear Congressman Reece: 


It has come to my notice that at 


a hearing of your committee in 
early June the assertion was made 
that a doctoral degree was granted 
by 
the 
Catholic 
University of 


America as a result of pressure. 


On behalf of the university I wish 


to deny this allegation as com- 
pletely false. 
Throughout the 65 


vears of our existence our aca- 
demic standards have been recog- 
nized as high and as honestly en- 


forced. 
Neither in the instance 


referred to, nor in any other in- 
stance has influence brought about 
the conferring of a degree by the 
Catholic University of America. 


According to our legulations a 


student is admitted to graduate 
work only after rigid and impai- 
tial scrutiny of his pre-required 
undergraduate 
training. 
The 


courses for the majors and the 
minors in the master of arts and 
doctor of philosophy programs en- 
tail constant checks and examina- 
tions and are designed to prepaie 
the student for independent think- 
ing and research 
For the doctor- 


ate of philosophy, he must also 
prove his ability to read French 
and German. 


The 
doctor of philosophy re- 


quirements include the publication 
of a dissertation based on the stu- 
dent's independent research. 
A 


small board of the faculty reads 
and judges the dissertation. While 
approval would not be given to 
views contrary to morals or Cath- 
olic faith and while an effort is 
made on the part of the official 
reader to protect the student from 
errors of fact or judgment, still 
in these matters academic 
free- 


dom is accorded a doctoral candi- 
date and responsibility rests with 
him. 
Approval by the faculty of 


a dissertation means formal recog- 
nition that the student has demon- 
strated sufficient competency in 
research to justify consideration 
for the doctoral degree. 


These regulations are carefully 


and honestly followed by our fac- 
ulty without exception. 


If the unwarranted assertion re- 


ferred to above is included in er.e 
record of your hearings, may I 
ask that this letter be given equal 
prominence in your record.

sales tax receipts this year will 
fall about 10 million dollars below 
1953 if the current trend continues 
through December. 


The sales tax is by far the big- 


gest revenue producer for general 
purposes pending by the state gov- 
ernment, including outlays for edu- 
cation, welfare and health pur- 
poses. 


Figures issued Tuesday by the 


State Revenue Department showed 
that collections in the first 11 
months of 1954 added up to $183,- 
527,842. or $9,450,712 under the cor- 
responding period a year ago. 


Income from the sales levy last 


month was $16.931.294, compared 
with $17,679.373 in November, 1953. 


The report showed that in the 


11-month period cigarette tax rev- 
enues at $27.844.149 were running 
about one million dollars behind 
a year ago and that liquor gallon- 
age tax receipts at $2,532,248 were 
off about I'-i million. 


However, the state public utility 


tax reflected a gain of nearly 2^ 
million .totaling S26.192.840, and 
thus evened out the sag in the cig- 
arette and liquor income. 


State gasoline tax collections, 


which are earmarked for roads 
and unavailable for general pur- 
pose expenditures, have been rising 
substantially, the report showed.

curately and earlier by tricking 
that organ into going through the 
motions of digesting food. 


These new advances in diagnosis 


•were reported today to the Radio- 
logical Society of North America. 


How It's Done 


The bubble trick is done by giv- 


ing the patient a drink of barium 
solution mixed with hydrogen per- 
oxide and then taking the picture.

testine shows up hazy white on 
the film. Doctors do their diagnos-

shadows in the haze Usually they 
are very faint and sometimes they 
don't sho\v at all. 


Dr. Cesare Gianturco and Dr. 


George A. Miller of the Carle Hos- 
pital Clinic, Urbana, 111., originated 
the idea. Gr. Gianturco did the re- 
porting. 


\Vhen the barium-peroxide mix- 


ture hits a diseased spot the bar- 
ium bubbles and produces a dap- 
pled shaddow on the film or fluor- 
escent screen This makes stiadow 
detection easier.

surfaces and stomach cancer, Dr. 
Gianturco said

Steady gains in the economy in 
the months ahead but no runaway 
boom. 


Watch Nervously 


A few watch the stock market 


nervously, fearing traders might 
start feeding on their own enthu- 
siasm and bid up prices too high, 
to everyone's sorrow later on. 
A few wonder if consumers 
are 


in as free-spending a mood as 
production chiefs and sales mana- 
gers believe. Some fret lest the 
mountain of debt, especially in 
mortgages, get top heavy. 


But even these finger -tcrossing 


gents mostly go along with the 
majority in seeing a "healthily 
based" prosperity ahead for the 
next six months. Then the majority 
looks for a summer dip. 


When it comes to predicting 


what will happen after next Labor 
Day, 
the ranks become thinner. 


Some admit they don't want to 
be held to any long-range guessing. 
Those willing to stick their necks 
out that far mostly express belief 
that the business pace will be even 
livelier next fall—but underscoring 
their warning that this gain won't 
mean any big boom.

year than this. More than half of 
those speaking out so far look for 
prices to be under greater pres- 
sure on the downside in coming 
months, but not to stray very far 
from their present straight and 
narrow path.

CIO Acts to 
Guard Union 
Welfare Funds 


LOS ANGELES (£> — The CIO 


convention today was expected to 
adopt a code designed to safe- 
guard union welfare funds from 
graft and "make sure that maxi- 
mum benefits" are paid to bene- 
ficiaries. 


An ethical practices commitee 


came up with the code after re- 
ceiving the views of insurance 
firms and other experts in the 
field at recent hearings in New 
York City. Disclosures that some 
union officials and insurance bro- 
kers had profited handsomely from 
handling such funds prompted the 
study. 


Recommendations 


Among 
the 
recommendations 


slated 
for 
convention 
adoption 


were: 


1. Welfare funds should be audit- 


ed at least semiannually by in- 
dependent certified public account- 
ants. 


2. Trustees should make public 


at least once a year "all pertinent 
facts concerning the administra- 
tion of welfare funds" including 
salaries, expenses, fees paid and 
for what purpose. 


3. Company or union officials 


acting as trustees or administra- 
tors should not get extra compen- 
sation beyond their regular sal- 
aries.
